And must fann- 
ers would ho better off if they ate poul- 
try until they advanced'its price to 
something like what the flesh by itself 
has cost them. 


Harvesting Fallen OaU. 


Wiieii An pat el-op is down from its 


own weight it is much more difficult to 
harvest tlmn when it is beaten down .by 
winds. The latter will mostly bend tho 
stalks in one direction, and taking ad- 
vantage of this tho reaper may be run 
against the bended straw, picking it up 
and saving nearly all. To do this the 
reaper can only be run one way, cany- 
ing the swath, as it is called, which 
doubles the time, and labor required to 
jnit the pieces.

ickup tlie fallen grain well enough, 
ut it is impossible for a machine any 


move thau for a man .with a cradle to 
lay the twin in good, well-shaped bulk 
dies. Hairy of tho heads will be found 
in the butt, and iu each case, especially 
in a wet time, it is perhaps better not 
to bind it. With a tnower fallen grain 
.may be cut rather lower than with a 
reaper, and being left spread over the 
ground as it naturally falls, it dries out 
quickly and can soon' be put hi cock, 
ready for drawing iu the bum. There 
is a little more labor by this, method, 
but ill ii harvest which has much catch- 
ing weather it secures fallen grain-more 
perfectly than by trying to put it in 
bundles.—[Am. Cultivator. 


Agricultural Notes and Hints. 


The saying that tillage is manure is 


most emphatically true iu hoed crops 
after a rain while tlie ground is moist 
and warm.- A thorough cultivation at 
this time is fully equivalent to a dress- 
ing of manuro of ten or twenty loads 
per acre. 


Sulphur is a preventative of mildew 


and rot in grapes if taken in time. The 
powdered sulphur ^iay be sprinkled on 
the vines in wet weather, or tlie vines 
may be syringed with a solution of cap- 
peras or sulphurate of iron in water. 
This application during August or Sep- 
tember is a good one for leaves of any 
trees liable to mildew. 


One of tlie good effects of low prices 


for dairy products will be the turning 
off of,many poor cows, uever of any 
value for dairy purposes. Certainly no 
fanner will be tempted to keep poor 
cows at present prices of butter and 


on meal mixed with moistened hay. 


Few fanners would think of turn in 


stock on their timothy meadows in th 
spring. But they should remembe 
that fall feeding is even worse, as it de 
stroys the growth needed to protect th 
roots during the winter, when protec 
tion is most needed. Every pound o 
feed thus stolen from a timothy or clo- 
ser meadow is offset by the loss in nex 
ieason's hay crop, besides the chance i 
gives for noxious weeds to till vacau 
cies where the grass is killed. 


In tbc old times the nuts of beech am 


other trees, ^called mast, were a grea 
help for farmers in growing and fatten 
iug hogs. These nuts, from tbeir oily 
character, made.a soft pork, which 
needed considerable corn to harden it. 
Probably n feed of peas, barley or oats 
would be even better for hogs fed ou 
mist than corn .would be. Our best 
jredliGgs are uot, however, adapted to 
muting their living in the forests, and 
ilmost certainly would lose rather than 
jaiu flesu by such an experiment. 
. Sheep do better kept in large flocks 
and at any rate tho number should uot 
be so large as to require the use of two 
rams. In the nutting season the rams 
fight fiercely, and often inflict bruises 
on each other in which tlie Hy lays its 
eggs from which maggots in the head, 
are produced. These maggots can be 
destroyed by making frequent applica- 
tions of a solution of carbolic; acid. 
Spirits of terpentine will also kill them, 
but the carbolic acid makes a better 
dressing for tlie wounds than the latter.

! lough ripe, peaches through a fine 
sieve to obtain :t pint of pulp;j>ut tho 
pulp into a vessel with ten ounces of 
powdered sugar and a few drops each 
of tlie essence of almond and vanilla: 
dissolve an ounce and a half of clarified 
gelatine with a glass of water, mix it 
with the pulp and cool it partially, then 
mix the whole carefully with a pint of 
well-whipped cream. Now beat the 
whites of three eggs to a very stiff froth, 
adding two ounces of pulverized sugar. 
Drop the egg by large teaspoonfuls in- 
to boiling sweetened milk. Cook them 
a little arid then dram them *n a sieve.

Wash them twice 
before boiling, and rinse, thoroughly af- 
ter. The washerwomen of Belgium 
and Holland, so proverbially effective 
in their work, use borax instead of soda;
